Mr. Adams then stated, that he felt it his duty 
to retire from the council, for reasons similar to 
those expressed by Mr. Blagden. Accordingly 
Messrs. Blagden and Adams retired. 

Rev. Dr. Jenks then rose, and slated his deter¬ 
mination to retire front Council, and remarked that 
lie felt himself called to this course by a solemn con¬ 
viction of duty, and not by any party feelings and 
retired. 

Rev. Mr. Fairchild was chosen Moderator, and 
the Council adjourned to meet in this place to¬ 
morrow morning at 8 o’clock. 

Thursday, July 16. Council met according to 
adjournment, and was opened with prayer by the 
Moderator.

Voted, That Messrs. Pease and Cheever be a 
committee to present this question, and the reply

Council came to order, and Rev. Messrs., Jeuks, 
Blagden and Adams, resumed their seats, as 
members ofthe council, with cordial expressions 
of their satisfaction. 

The committee of the proposed church then 
made to the council, the following communica¬ 
tion in answer to the communication of the coun¬ 
cil made to them by committee yesterday, P. M. 

“In reply to the communication from the 
council yesterday, P. M. by their committee, the 
committee of the proposed church now say, lhat 
they consider themselves as having already taken 
the form of a Christian church, by (heir signa¬ 
tures to their Articles of Covenant, and only ask 
the council to organize them as a Congregational 
church, by the usual Congregational forms, with¬ 
out endorsing any principles in the documents, 
except those contained in their Confession ofFaith, 
and Covenant.”

Voted, That with the distinct understanding 
that the council do not recognize as correct |irin- 
ciples of Christian fellowship, the part of the 
preamble already objected to,—we accept of the 
above communication; and believing the mem¬ 
bers of the proposed church to be sincerely en¬ 
gaged, according to their own views of duty, 
in efforts to convert men to God ; aud it being 
necessary to their regular organization as a Con¬ 
gregational church, that an Ecclesiastical council 
he employed, therefore 

Resolved, That the council with the foregoing 
avowal of their sentiment?, are ready to examine 
the credentials of the proposed members of the 
church. 

Voted, That the Scribe, and Rev. Mr. Blan¬ 
chard be a committee to communicate this result 
to the committee of the proposed church. 

Voted, That Messrs. Blagden, Trask, Pease, 
Lee, and Sanford, be a committee to examine tbe 
credentials of those who purpose to be organized

Note. These words am quoted from 1 Sam. xv. 
22 and it would seem that many, even at this day, 
ba’ve to learn what they mean The occasion upon 
which they were first spoken, shows their meaning 
lo be, that God prefers an act of mercy shown to 
bis needy creatures, before any act of religious 
worship, to which one might be called at the same 
time. Indeed, the tenor of the whole Bible proves 
this; and yet, how many restrain their bowels of j 
mercies Inwards the necessitous, and th?n go and 
worship God, lo atone for their guilt in leaving un¬ 
done their duty to the poor and needy. The follow¬ 
ing fact may be given as a faint illustration of the 
propriety and consistency of such a course of con¬ 
duct. 

A deacon in a certain town in New England, went 
to meeting one Sabbath, and left his hired man at 
home; on returning in the afternoon, from the house 
of God, he found that the man had not been at the 
church, as he anticipated, but had retired to some 
partofthe farm. Tile deacon immediately commenc¬ 
ed searching for him, and on proceeding to the place 
where they had been engaged the day before, in 
burning wood, he found the man seated upon a log 
near a fire which he had kindled. On the deacon's 
asking him bow he came thus to absent himself from 
meeting, and to break the holy Sabbath, he replied 
It follows,—“ Why I only walked out here, and 
teeing the brands scattered aronnd here aud there, I 
just put them together, and then while they were 
burning. ( thought I w-ould sit down and sing a 
psalinn tune to lake the fiery edge off.” W. 

The Study of the Bible in Families.

Dr. Scott of Washington coimty said, facts are 
better than arguments, and I wish to state a few 
facts. In the village where J reside, a number of I 
mtemperate men with areal desire to rescue them¬ 
selves from the condition they were in and to re¬ 
form, some years ago organized a temperance so¬ 
ciety of about 90 members, with the usual pledge 
a. d x I v to the Stnu 1 peranee Society.’ 
They kept their pledge to tiie letter, hut still a 
considerable number of the members would be 
drunk two or three times a week on other drinks. 
They said tins would never do, and they met anil 
after consultation agreed to add wine and strong 
lieer to their pledge. This was better, hut stiff 
there were some who would get drunk on cider 
and they had another meeting, uud though there 
were some who opposed going any further, be¬ 
cause they hud labored so hard to get them good 
orchards that they could not hear to give them up. 

A new pledge was signed by the greater part ex¬ 
cluding cider, and every earthly thing that can in¬ 
toxicate, and now every man who has put his 
hand to that pledge remains temperate. And 1 
know of no region where so mimv intemperate 
persons have been reclaimed as iti that place.— 
One poor worthless wretch who used to sleep iu 
stables and mangers, while his children were star¬ 
ving, is now a man of wealth, and one of the lore- 
most men ill our village,giving his children a first 
rate education. But he knows that if he drinks a 
drop of cider he is a ruined man. 

If I had time, I would as a medical man, en¬ 
deavor to show this convention what it is in’ the 
stomach of the driinkurd, that impels him to drink. 
Have yon not often wondered to see men of giant 
minds enslaved to strong drink, and pressing on 
to destruction, with ruin staring them in the lace? 
And have yon not asked why they do not see their 
danger and reform ? 1 can tell you. It is owing 
to the peculiar disease that alcohol produces in 
the coats of the stomach. Every physician knows 
that every poison affects peculiarly son 
gun of the body. The drunkard’s poison produ¬ 
ces a peculiar disease in the coats of the stomach, 
which drives him to drink, although he knows 
ileutli will he the inevitable consequence. I once 
knew a physician who was ruined liv becoming a 
drunkard. But lie reformed, and quit everything 
intoxicating nature uud accumulated a’hand- i 
property. But lie begun to drink wine aud | 


vices, and to degradation and ruin. 

I can add niv testimony to those of my brother 
physician, that alcohol product s a disease that is 
sin generis, and the only wav xo remove it, is to 
• r....,«ve tiie cause. And it is my opinion, delilier- 
i stely formed, that if I wished to drink alcohol iu 
- enjoy its effects iu a manner 
least deleterious^ I would drink alcohol dilmed 
with water only. All olhers are combined with I 
acids and other substances that are injurious. 
Wine produces gout and other diseases. Beer, ns 
is well known, produces olistructioiis.—The bops 
m it are a narcotic, and auy person wiio drinks a 
tumbler of pure malt ami hep liquor, tukes what is 
equivalent lo a grain of opium. No one would 
take a grain of opium when in heaitii. I believe 
the adulterations alleged to lie practised can he 
proved to the satisfaction of this audience, did. op¬ 
portunity allow- But they are but a trifle iu the 
case. Pure mail liquor is,'itself, injurious enough. 

MrCHiPMAN.said much is said about expedien¬ 
cy. 1 have long been lagging behind public opin¬ 
ion in regard to temperance. I have even sup¬ 
posed tliHt a tnan should occasionally drink a glass 
ot beer or wine to avoid the charge of ultrnism.

Lecture on English Grammar. 

The sobslahce of a leeture delivered at a 
school convention in Yarmouth Port, by Rev. John 
Orcntt. Published by request. 

“Grammar, ssys-n celebrated author, is that 
knowledgeol words which qualifies tiie possessor 
to speak and write with propriety.” Asa Science, 
says this author, it unfolds the principles by which 
man is directed in the continuance of the variety 
of words. Grammer, says be further, may be 
considered as consisting of two species—universal 
and particular. Universal grammar explains the 
principles which are common to all languages:— 
particular grammar applies those.general princi¬ 
ples to a particular language, modifying them ac¬ 
cording to the genius of that tongue, and the es¬ 
tablished practice of the best speakers and writers 


by whom it 

English-grammar then belongs to the species of j 
particular grammar; and it may l>e defined to be 
the art of speaking arid writing the English lan¬ 
guage wiili propriety :—or in other words, it is 
that knowledge of the English language which 
enables its possessor to express his ideas correctly. 

Now if this definition he a correct one,—and it 
undoubtedly is—it becomes an important question, 
how can tiiis knowledge he acquired ?—lor if is 
something to he desired hy all. Much has been 
written on this subject, and many publications 
have appeared before the public—each with its. 
own peculiarities, and differing, perhaps widely, 
from another: yet claiming to he its superior, atid 
well calculated 10 facilitate the acquirement of this 
knowledge.. But, sad to relate, so little practical 
improvement lias been made, that astrmny as nine 
tenths of the people, even in New England, have 
not attempted to acquire it—have not attempted 
to learn how to use language correctly. 

After speaking of the common, divisions under 
which the various parts of the subject are usually ar¬ 
ranged, the author says of,them — 

It is obvious that they are of no reul value to 
any one, any further ibau they assist in acquiring 
that knowledge of the English language, which 
will enable him to use it correctly. 

Now in answer to the inquiry, how can this 
knowledge be obtained, I remark negatively :— 
not merely hy committing to memory a catalogue 
of rules, or hy poring a long time over the cold" 
unmeaning rules of syntax, lor an ability to give 
names to the signs pf another’s ideas, and to apply 
-a certain rule, does not constitute according to the 
true meaning of the term, a knowledge of gram¬ 
mar. .Such an ability may secure to otic much 
applause; lie may l>:: called a good echo hr—a 
wonderful grammariau; hut at most, it can qualify 
him only to attempt to teach others wbat he has 
yet to leant himself. It must he acknowledged 
that he. and ho only, really knows grammar, who 
can express his own ideas according to the true 
idiom of the language which he speaks. I ask 
then, how .many of those who have attended to 
this branch in our common schools and have lie- 
come expert, perhaps, in calling names an.I re¬ 
peating rules, have any useful knowledge-of gram¬ 
mar P Experience and observation have taught 
jne, as 1 believe they have others, that the number 
is very small. How then shall this knowledge lie 
acquired? I answer, hy making the acquisition 
of it practical. 

If the study of any branch should be made prac¬ 
tical, it is that of grammar; for as I have before 
said, a knowledge of grammar, is useful no further 
tbun it can he reduced to practice. Some of the 
sciences, for instance many branches of the mathe- 
maties, may he profitably pursued, merely for the 
discipline ut the mind ; hut not so with respect to 
grammar. This branch is practical in its very 
nature. It is rightly defined to he the art of speak¬ 
ing and writing correctly. Most people do speak 
and write. They do have ideas, mid they do ex¬ 
press them, whether they do it properly or not; 
and if they can do it according to the idiom of the 
language which they use, I s'ee not why they have 
not all the knowledge of grammar that can be of! 
any real service to them. I would unt imply hy 
this that it is not desirable to understand the prin- : 
ciples of grammar; Imt I would imply am! Say, if, 
people cannot have but one, let it he the practice. j 
As they can nnderstand the rules of grammar, so 
far as to parse correctly, without being able to use 
language grammatically, so on the other hand, 
they may lie able to use language correctly wiiit- 
out knowing any thing of the rules of grammar 
or the art of parsing.

shall enable him to perform, honorably, and with¬ 
out embarrassment, almost any "duty o’l" life, which 
calls for the exercise of tiie peu. if then, a good 
knowledge, of grammar can be obtained by all; 
and if this knowledge is to he acquired by exer¬ 
cises in composition, more than iu any other wav, 
the inquiry may be made,— 

When shall they begin ? To this inquiry, 1 
answer, as soon as they can be taught to write, or 
to put letters into words, and words into sentences. 
It is altogetljgr a mistaken notion, that scholars 
should not study grammar till they are from twelve 
to sixteen years of age—till they have studied most 
of the other common branches: for it is certain 
that scholars need not, and I might say should, uoi 
wait till youth or manhood, liefore they learn how 
to use language—before they learu how to express 
themselves correctly : and indeed, if they do thus 
wait, habit so firmly fixes in their minds the in¬ 
correct use of language, that a grammatical use of 
it is seldom acquired. The veriest .child that has 
ideas, if he can talk, can express them, be does 
express them verbally, and he may he taught t( 
express them correctly ; aud if he can write; ht 
can express them on a slate, or on paper: and" tin 
child that can do this, really knows more of gram¬ 
mar, limn many who pass tor good grammarian: 
who have spent many tedious hours in grammar 
hooks to sfore their minds with what is, to d; 
at leas;, nothing but catechetical nonsense. 1 
not sav that this child understands the art of p 
ing—that be can analyze language, end apply 
infos of syntax! nor is this ability, if 1 may repeat 
if; indispensable to a useful knowledge of gram¬ 
mar. The architect may Caine and put together 
buildings correctly and with despatch, and yet he 
entirely ignorant of the principles of architecture, 
or the mathematical'principles which this science 
embraces. The tanner also, may he able to make 
good and even the best of leather, whilst lie knows 
little or nothing of theebemieal operations invok ¬ 
ed in the process. So may a person be able to make 
a right use of wonts, and at the same time know 
nothing about the technical terras—the principles, 
or the rules of grammar; and as in the case of the 
mechanic, so in the case of the grammarian, the 
practical knowledge is what is, by far, the great¬ 
est service to" him hut I would not lie understood 
to exclude, as wholly unnecessary, the rules of 
syntax, and the practice of parsing. 

Let the .child before mentioned,continue the 
habit of expressing his thoughts on [taper, with 
proper corrections, till lui has spent, "at least, twelve 
years as a practical grammarian ; and then 1 would 
iiot object to iiis improving his knowledge of 
language Ity attending to the rules of grammar, or 
hy attending to the principles of what he has al¬ 
ready acquired. 

If" a person may he able to parse fluently and 
even correctly, and still have" little or no knowl¬ 
edge of grammar, end if the only effectual way to 
acquire this knowledge is to .make it practical hy 
frequent and proper exercises in composition ; and 
if every person should" rommenee the study of 
grammar ju this way,as soon as be can he taught 
ill of writing sufficiently to express his ideas 
slate or on paper, it may be well to point out 
the maimer in which this exercise should he pur¬ 
sued, and also to speak of the knowledge which 
the person receives who thus pursues it.

ADDISON COUNTY ANTI-SLAVERY CON¬ 
VENTION. 

Middlcburtj, Vl., July 6, 1835- 
Mir Dear Friend — It is with emotions of the 
warmest gratitude to the God of the oppressed, 
that I sit down to give you a short accquiit of the 
Convention which was hidden in this place on Fri¬ 
day, the 3d in it. It was called for the purpose of 
arming a county anti-slavery society; and I am 
lappy 'in saying", that the object was carr.ed into 
Sect under very 5 favorable circumstances. Although 
he number of persons in attendance was not large, 
yet the zeal and spirt manifested, were such'as to 
ifiord ground for future encouragement. 

The Convention was organized hy the appoint¬ 
ment of Hon. Joel Do little. President; Hon. Silas 
.!. Jenmaan, Vice President; and Oliver Johnson 
■ ud Matthew D. G ird n, Secretaries. After the 
adoption of a constitution, several resolutions were 
presented, discussed, and unanimously passed.

But the 
laws of null forbid us to give the script ttreg to the 
slaves,and to preach to them, unless their oppress¬ 
ors give their consent. Now whom shall we oltey 
—God oriiiau? We used not hesitate. Let us 
obey God. Let us pray for them in secret, in our 
families!amf'in pnblic. Let ministers, anil private 
brethren, and mothers pray for them. Let every 
Christian pray for their freedom arid Salvador. 
True, you. will have opposition, hut what of that ? 
In the West Indies, our missionaries had opposi¬ 
tion, tlieir church was leveled to die ground, and 
one poor black was whipped, fill the blood gushed 
out, merely for attending a prayer meeting; but 
God was for them, they remained firm, and de¬ 
liverance was nearer than they supposed. Their j 
"fetters are now broken, and they have none to 
molest. While I was at the south, a few weeks 
ago, 1 saw thirty slaves brought outjnto die street 
and flogged, and was told that those who professed 
religion, were -sometimes thus publicly whipped 
for offences against the church! I 

How many missionary societies there, are to 
send the gosjiel to the heathen,, but who cun. tell 
of one to semi the gospel to the slaves? Alas! 
they arc passed hy. In the late efforts to supply 
every person with the Bible, the poor slaves have 
been overlooked.. And why? is it because the 
gospel cannot have sufeess among them? No,- 
they receive it witli joy. One poor slave itr the 
West Indies, who was convened through the 
labors of an English missionary, on being asked 
what word he had to send to his brethren in 
England, replied, “Toil diem me glad me brought 
off and made slave, because me heitr the mission¬ 
aries you send here. We love tiie Savior. Say 
to them, O, I tank you—tank you—tauk you.” 

Dr. Cox of England, rose and said,‘I am happy 
to receive an invitation -to speak on this occasion, 
for had I not Men invited, I should have seized 
the opjrortnnuy to make a few remarks. I desired 
to speak, especially because that on a former oc¬ 
casion, T declined attending an anti-slavery nreet- 
as you have probably learned from the public 
: i s, and because that from that circumstance, 
iy have supposed that 1 had changed my sen¬ 
nits in relation to the immediate abolition of| 
slavery. This .supposition is erroneous. 1 ;lm 
known as an abolitionist in England, and I wish 
you and America toTinderetann me distinctly that 
mv non-attendance at that meeting did pot origi¬ 
nate from a momentary dolttH respecting the cor¬ 
rectness of my former 'principles. And I wish it, 
to be understood;" that considering the object of 
my visit to this country, and the peculiar eircum- 
stances in.which I was placed, l then thought I 
had sufficient reasons for declining to attend that 
meeting. I believed then, nor have 1 as yet seen 
cause to alter my opinion, that, all things consid¬ 
ered.
